Anfw. The Themiffs hold that man has fuch an ab- 
folute dependanéce upon God, that by his will he can 
neither produce any act, or incline to any thing what- 
ever, except God predetermine him to it, as a phyfical 
caufe which moves and applies every agent to the a&ti- 
on, by intimately and efhcacioufly operating in him. 
Luther who had ftudyed the divinity of Thomas Aqui- 
mus, according te thecuftom of that tune, embraced 
this deétrine with many others, which had no relation 
to thofe hedifputed withthe Xoma Church; And be- 
iag naturally of an impetuous and open temper, he ex- 
pref himfelf more freely, aad with IefS- precaution up- 
On thefe matters then other Divines had done. He 
folely attributed to God both Goed and Evil, denying 
that man had any free will atall, or that he cou’d 
hinder htmfelf from being tarry’d to thé Good or Evil 
to which God inclined him. Believing that man pur- 
fued Evil through the neceilary inclination of his will 
enflaved to fin, to which he was predétermined by the 
Divine power, and that when he was inclined to good 
ke only followed the irrefiftable imprefhon of grace, 
Which impell'd him, even a8 we do an inanimate body, 
without his contributing any thing’toit whatever.In the 
works of Luther we may read the feufe of thcle words, 
That God us the total «cufe ‘of our good dnd bad works ; that 
minhashat no free will ever fince Adam's fall, that free 
wil) is like an inantinate inflrument, which effeds nothing ; 
that God converted only whom be. pleafed, and even con- 
werted them whether. they wou'd cr no, . Calvin, who fol- 
lowe, Luthe? very near, and lookt upon his doétrine 
to bé conformable to that of St. Auguftine, agreed 
with him in it, altho he"did not always expref& him- 
feifike him. ’Tis tele the difciples of St. Au/tine 
warmly maintain’d that Luther and Caluia were very 
far frem being Of their Mafter‘s Opinion ; but ‘tis 
plaisi the reafon of it was, becaufe their adverfaries have 
taken a great deal of pains to diminifh the authority of 
St. Auftin,and make hisDifciples odious,by accufing them 
to be of the fame opinion withthe Proteftauts. But 
Erafmus who, we canmiot believe, was ignorant of St. 
Auftints true opinion’, in a little treatife he writ 
again ft Lutter, joyns"them together in this, believing 
they carryed their opinion to this extremity, purely to 
oppofe that of Pelagrus. » And he him{elf took a meaz, 
which fomewhat. agreed ‘with the femi-PeJagiaus, he 
lookt upon the begianing and end of Regeneration as 
pure effeéts o° grace, but maintain’d it was not in our 
power to abuf it, and.that in the progrefs of fan@ifi- 
cation Free Will co-operated with God, not as ppinci- 
pal cau(e} but as A)canieifnbistitted tothe fir, °*

hinderanees in our pur{uit after either ; for even to 
havea defire to become knowing, ‘tis requifite to 
have a venerous amd liberal mind ; and nota mean 
fpirit like that of a poor man, who being loaden with 
mifery thinks of sothing, but how to live, and deliver 
himfif from the infupportable rigours of neceffity: 
And (o far is poverty from being an help to virtue 
that it oft-times makes men defpife Laws,and through 
their mifery abandon theml€lves to rage and defparr, 
a hopes of fome rectrefS, they become mutineus, 

rious, and guilty of ti efts, murders, and all manncs 

yutrages, having nothing to lofe but their unhapps 
lives, by venturing of which they expeét to gain femc 
little change in their fortune, which may pofhbly con- 
tribute more to their cafe and quict. And as for the 
rich mam, our Saviour tctls us "tu eafer for 4 Camel ro 
£0 through the eye of a Needle than for fuck anone to enter 
into the Kingdom of Sieaven. The fuflnefs of his con- 
dition afording him fo many diverfions from his Duty, 
that ‘tis almoft impoffible for him, to find the path of 
virtte + and therefore we oftem fee riches attended 
with vanity, Iuxury, and @elicacy; all which are eme- 
mies to Sciénce. So that the middle condition where 
there is a fufficient fortune to allow the neceffary 
micans for knowledge, and incourage a virtuous lite, it 
being free from thofe temptations and imconventercies 
which Riches and Poverty abound with, ‘tis the mof 
tu be detired, and likelicht, as we generally fee, to pro- 
duce thele happy effedis. '
